The writer adds, that his only object in 
writing is to ereate some feeling of shame in the hearts of 


those in power, who have not done anything in this respect, 


and have bestowed no thought on the starving poor around 
them. He proceeds,—‘‘In this instance, I now offer thanks to 
the officers of two districts for their laudable exertions and 
kindly feelings towards the people, and who having shoe-beaten 
the Bunneahs’ heads brought them down and took mercy 
on the people.” The writer then quotes the Julwatoor, concern- 
ing the. measures ‘adopted at Meerut for reducing the price 
of grain :—*°* We have by good luck another Khizr (a prophet 
called Khwaja Khizr) as Magistrate. In this week, as no 
rain had fallen, the Bunneahs intended to increase the price of 
grain. This was prevented, and an order passed thatthe quan- 
tity was not to bé reduced below 25 séers of wheat, otherwise 
they would be fined, and from that time the price of grain has 
been steady, and all are showering blessings on the — 
Sahib.” 


The Editor of the Ab-i-Hyat Hind, in his paper of the Ist of 
August, says,—‘' How can we find words to thank the autho- 
rities, who in the month of July, when owing ito want of rain 
and the excessive heat the Bunneahs reduced the price of grain 
to17 aid 18 séers per Rupee, Yasuéd: such ofdéis as relieved 
the intinds of the suffering poér. ‘The Odllestor of Agra went in 
péerson; énd ‘passed his orders that tidt -less than 22 seers pét 
Rupee was to be given, and in every way made such godd ar- 
rangements that the people were much:relieved.”.

This great 
country which is now placed in the hands of Maharajah Scin- 
dia; there are lakhs of people whom he protects, whose hold- 
ing out could never in any way lie in the English rule, and. 
who, from the ease and comfort they enjoy, shower blessings 
‘upon the Maharajah and the British Government. Somedays 
‘ago the Maharajah was indisposed ; Hindosthanee remedies were 
resorted to without avail, and at last, acting upon the advice 
of his well-wishers, including Colonel Showers, the Political 
Agent, English medical treatment was ‘adopted, and this had 
the desired effect,—the Maharajah recovered. We are very 
glad to find that in such a critical time, when the ‘Maharajah 
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was in danger, Colonel Showers’ with ‘this treatment-made the 
Maharajah his own, and-now the'Chief of Gwalior has somuch — 
confidence 1n the Sahib that, during his sickness, this great 
Chief remained i in the Agency House, (or Residency ). More- 
over it will not be surprising, if, when the Maharajah has to 
po away for the benefit’ of his health, Colonel Showers is asked 
to look after the affairs‘of the State, aiid the Dewan Sahib have © 
toact under his guidance. In our opinion, of all the different 
departments theré are in the Government, this one, the Political 
Department, 1 is most difficult, because there are no fixed or stated 
rules to guide it, and in those who belong to the Departmeut 
both genius and disposition must be bestowed by God. These 
good qualities Colonel Daly posses:e1, and when the opportu 
nity was afforded to Colonel Showers he also showed that he pos- 
sessolthem. We cannot help wondering thet during the last 
four years no renowned paper has been published in the Politi- 
cal Department. Police Circulars, and orders in the Revenue 
and other Departments, are seen in the Government Gazette, 
but the news of this Department (the Political) is kept so 
secret, that one would think there were no Native States left.
